There is very little routine in Senator Raker's 
schedule and no "typical day." Mr. Eaker oversees the 
White House staff, including Presidential scheduling and 
advance, policy development, communications and speech- 
writing, and public liaison. He is responsible for the 
organization and selection of the President's staff, helps 
develop the President's schedule and guides the timetable 
for handling the great number of issues which demand the 
President's attention. The Chief of Staff advises the 
President on domestic and foreign policy issues and makes 
sure that Presidential decisions, once made, are carried 
out. 

Each Chief of Staff has exhibited a different stvlo as 
this job has evolved in the modern Presidency. There is 
a growing body of literature concerning the development of 
this position. A research librarian should be helpful in 
obtaining a more detailed listing of the responsibilities 
held by former Chiefs of Staff.
